ST is a Maxim with almoſt all Wri- 
ters in Surgery, to ſpeak of the 
9 Impropriety and danger of the 
22609402 Application of the Trepan, upon 
certain parts of the Cranium, previous to a 
Deſcription of the Operation. The Parts of 
the Scull which are look'd upon as improper 
for the Admiſſion of the Inſtrument, are the 
Satures 1 in general, the Sagittal Suture in par- 
B ticular, 
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Frontis. But notwithſtanding it may be

FI the whole of the Os Occipitis, and 
the anterior, and inferior Part of the Os. 


right to have a general regard to theſe Rules; 
yet there are Inſtances where they cannot take 
place but by wholly neglecting the Operation. 
THe particular Attachment of the Dura 
Mater to the Sutures of the Scull in general, 
and the Courſe of the Longitudinal Sinus un- 
der the Sagittal Suture in particular, are not 
ſufficient Reaſons for the abſolute forbidding 


the Application of the Inſtrument upon theſe 


Parts; fince Fractures of the Scull are ſome- 
times ſo circumſtanced as abſolutely to require 
it, and the Patient is otherwiſe r of 
being reliev'd by the Operation. N 8 
THe Rule laid down by Mr. Cheſelden, i 

his Obſervation upon Monſieur Le Dran, * 
to be too poſitive, where he ſays, that no 
* Inſtrument ſhould ever be applied over the

R, — 7.——aged 13, on the 16th of 


November, 1749, was ſtruck with a pointed 


Piece of Iron, upon the upper and middle 
Part of the Head, ſo immediately upon the 
Sagittal Sature as to force a bit of both Parietal 
Bones into the Longitudinal Sinus. Imme- 
diately upon receiving the Blow, he fell down, 
and 'became ſenſeleſs, but in a few Minutes 
afterwards recover'd, and continued well for 
fix Days. At the End of which Time, he 
was ſeiz d with Epileptic Fits, which were 


and a Palſy of the left Side; the Sight of his 
left Eye was perfect, but his right Eye was 
ſo affected as to make all ſingle Objects appear 

double. Theſe Symptoms continued till the 

27th of December following, when he was put 

under my care. Upon examination, I found 
B 2 the 
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the Circumſtances as related above, and im- 
mediately afterwards proceeded to the Opera- 
tion. Upon taking off the Scalp, there iſſued 
2 continued Stream of Blood through the 
Hole made in the Bone; I applied the Tre- 
pan ſo as to include the Hole made through 
the Bone, and the Sagittal Suture, within the 
Circle of the Inſtrument. Upon taking out 


the circular Piece of Bone, there appear'd a 


Wound which was made into the Sinus by 
the bits of Bone that were then ſticking in 
it, which I enlarged with a Lancet, in order 
to extract them with leſs Violence. Upon 
taking them out, the Diſcharge of Blood was 


increaſed; but upon the Application of dry 
Lint only, the Hemorrhage ſtopt. Immedi- 
ately after the Operation, he fainted, but ſoon 
recovered; in half an Hour's time he ex- 


preſs'd an agreeable Senſation on his left Side, 
and by the next Morning had ſo well reco- 


ver'd the Uſe of his Limbs as to be able to 


move them freely to any part of the Bed. In 


fix Days after the Operation, he perfectly re- 
cover'd the Sight of his right Eye; from 


this time he continued to mend till the 19th 
of January following, when he accidentally 


receiv d a Blow _ his Head. Soon after 


which, 
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which, he complain'd of a Numbneſs in his 


left Arm, and a return of the Dimneſs in his 
right Eye. Upon taking off the Dreflings, 
there appear'd ſome clots of Blood upon them, 
and his Head was conſiderably diſorder'd till 
the 26th of the ſame Month, when he grew 
tolerably well again. Upon obſerving a Fun- 
gus to have riſen a conſiderable Height, above 
the Surface of the Skull, which would not 
ſubſide with proper Applications aſſiſted by 
preſſure, I pared it off: This gave him very 
little Pain, but for a few Minutes afterwards 
he complain'd of a Numbneſs all over him, 
which ſoon went off, and he continued well 
till February the 2d, when he complain'd of 
a Sickneſs in his Stomach, and of acute Pains 
in both his Elbows. February the 3d, as I 
was dreſſing him, he was ſuddenly attack'd 
with a Shivering, and the Dura Mater ap- 
pearing particularly prominent, I divided it, 
and diſcover'd a Piece of Bone ſticking in 
the Brain, which I endeavour'd to extract, 
but meeting with conſiderable refiitance, was 


_ obliged to enlarge the Wound, which admitted 


of its being more eaſily removed. 
A FE Days after this, he complain'd of 
conſiderable Pain on the right Side, about 


Wy two 
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two Inches below the old Wound, which 
increaſed upon Preſſure: Upon Shaving 
the Scalp, there appear'd a ſmall Diſcolora- 
tion which induced me to repeat the Opera- 
tion upon this Part. Upon taking out the 
Bone, the Dura Mater appear'd conſiderably 
Elevated, and diſcolor'd: For which Reaſon 
I divided the Membrane, and gave iſſue to 
a large quantity of Matter, which was 
confined underneath it, On the next Day 
he was free from Pain, but on the Day fol- 
loving his Pulſe grew bad, and ſo continued 
till the Evening, when he expired, 
Dron opening his Head, there appear'd a 
conſiderable Quantity of Matter lodged in the 
Subſtance of the Brain, particularly in the 
right Hemiſphere. 


Query. Could the want of Succeſs in this 
Operation be attributed to the Wound of the 
Sinus Longitudinalis; and is it not reaſonable 
to hope that the Operation might have been 
ſacceſsful, if no extraneous Body had been 
lodged in the Subſtance of the Brain? 


Tu E Wound of the Longitudinal Sinus did 
not probably produce any dangerous Symptoms, 
becauſe

credit the fourth Obſervati n o Marchetti,

Of a fractured Scull, where the Operation was 


Jucceſsfully perform'd upon the r 
Suture. 


M 1754. ä ⁵X—ð aged 18, re- 
ceiv'd a Blow on the poſterior Part of 


the Head upon the Lambdoidal Suture, at about 
an Inch and a half diſtance from its upper 


Angle, which lacerated the Scalp, and frac- 
tured the Scull. Upon examining the Wound, 
and finding it thus circumſtanced, he was im- 
mediately ſcalp'd, which gave me an oppor- 
tunity of diſcovering the Nature and Extent 
of the Injury done to the Bone. The Fracture 
extended to about three Inches in length ob- 
liquely upwards upon the left Parietal Bone ; 
and one of the Ofa Triguetra appear d vi- 
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fibly depreſs'd, and beat inward upon the 
Dura Mater. Upon receiving the Blow, the 
Boy fell down, and became ſenſeleſs, which was 
ſoon ſucceeded by Vomitings, and a Diſcharge 
of Blood from the Noſe. In an Hour after 
the Accident, he was brought into the Hoſ- 
| pital, and the Operation was perform'd ſo 
immediately upon the Lambdoidal Suture, as 
to include the depreſs'd Bone, which could 
not otherwiſe have been remov'd, Upon 
taking out the Piece of Bone, the Dura Mater 
appear d prominent, and tenſe; I divided it 
with a Launcet, and gave iſſue to a Quantity 
of Serum that was confined underneath it. 
From the great Extent of the Fracture, I 
judged it neceffary to apply the Trepan a ſe- 
cond Time, which was accordingly done upon 
the Parietal Bone, at about an Inch and half 
diſtance from the former Place. The Dura 
Mater appear d here in its natural State; for 
which reaſon I thought it unneceſſary to divide 
it. The next Morning after the Operation, 
the Patient was blooded on account of a full- 
neſs in his Pulſe, and of the Stupor which till 
remain'd in ſome degree ; in the Evening an 
emollient Clyſter was adminiſter'd, from which 


Treatment he receiv'd immediate relief, and 


continued

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continued to mend from this time without any 
Relapſe till he perfectly recover d, which was 


in nine Weeks after the Operation. 


RE M A R K. 


I x this Caſe, the Attachment of the Dura 
Mater to the Lambdoidal Suture appear'd 
very inconſiderable; and ſeeing the Nature of 
the Accident was ſuch, as to render the Ap- 
plication of the Inſtrument upon that Part, ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary to the taking off the Preſſure 
from the ſubjacent Membranes and Brain, 
which they labour'd under from the depreſs'd 
Bone; I'm induced to think there could be 
no doubt of the Propriety of Operating upon 
the Suture. The Courſe of the. Longitudinal, 
and Lateral Sinuſes, were here quite out of 


the Queſtion, It has been obſerved by Wri- 


ters, that when the Head receives ſo violent a 
Blow as to Fracture the Scull, that the natu- 
ral Attachment of the Dura Mater to the 
internal Part of the Cranium, is broken off, and 
conſequently there can be very little danger of 
injuring the ſubjacent Membrane with the 
Teeth of the Saw. Again it is agreed, under 
ſome circumſtances, to be abſolutely neceſſary 
to divide the Dura Mater, to give iſſue to any 
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extravaſated Fluid that is confined underneath 


it, which is often practiſed with ſucceſs. I 


am induced therefore to think, it has been a 


Rule too generally laid down by Authors, to 


forbid the Application of the Inſtrument upon 
theſe Parts; ſince by following it too ſtrictly, 
the Trepan muſt neceſſarily be omitted in 
Caſes that are not otherwiſe to be relieved ; 
in conſequence of which, the Patient is de» 
prived of ſuch benefit, as might RT ac- 
crue from the Operation.

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On the 21ſt of February, 17 53, I gave a 


Lecture upon the Brain of a Man who was 


executed at Tyburn, Upon fawing through the: 


Scull (which I have now by me) I obſerved 
that he had formerly been trepan d upon the 
Occipital Bone, The Inſtrument appeared to 


have been apply'd upon the Os Occipitis, at 
leaſt an Inch diſtant from the upper Angle of 


the Lambdoidal Suture, and very near to the 
left Side of the Sulcus, which is form'd in 
that Bone for the Reception of the poſterior. 
Part of the Longitudinal Sinus, 


'TH1s Operation muſt have been per- e 


form'd a conſiderable time before his Execu- 
tion, ſince there was a firm Cicatrix of the 
Integuments. There was not the leaſt Ap- 
pearance of a Callus which had ſhot from 
the Circumference of the Hole made into the 
the Bone by the circular Saw. The Cure 
ſeem'd to be compleated merely by a ſtrict 
Adheſion of the Dura Mater, to the Circum- 
ference of the Opening made through the 


Scull, and by an elongation of the Integu- 
ments which compoſe the Scalp. The prin- 


cipal Reaſons given by Authors for the Im- 
propriety of the Application of the Trepan 
upon this Bone, are theſe: The Unevenneſs

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of its external, and internal Sur faces, and the 
Courſe of the „ and Lateral 
Sinuſes. 

Bur the firſt Objection can be of no great 
weight; and as the chief Sinuſes poſſeſs only 
the upper and middle lateral Parts of the 
Os Occipitis, the Operation may, contrary to 
the general Opinion, be ſafely perform'd upon 


this Bone, on either fide the Lambdoidal Su- 


ture, as low down as the firſt occipital Ridge, 
correſponding to which, on the Infide, are the 
lateral Sinuſes. 

FR O M what has been already obſerved in 
the preceding Caſes, I think it may be fairly 
concluded, that there is no Part of the Scull 
upon which the Operation may not be per- 
formed in Caſes of Emergency, except, at the 
anterior inferior Angles of the parietal 
Bones, on the internal Part of which the A- 
teria dure Matris runs, and on the anterior 


and inferior Part of the Os HFontis, where its 


Tables are well enough known to be at a 
conſiderable Diſtance from each other in 


Adults, and by this means to form a Ca- 


vity diſtinguiſh'd by the Naine of the Sinus

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CASE IV. 


A ſhort Account of ſome un Facts 
attending the Operation of Coucking, 1 | 


72 L. aged 26, about nine Vears ago was 

ſuddenly attacked with a Dimneſs in 
both his N which happened without any 
previous Accident or Pain in the Head, the 
Diſorder continued for three Years in much 
the ſame State, when it began to increaſe, 
and ſo continued till he became incapable of 
diſtinguiſhing Objects. He remained under 
theſe Circumſtances till March, 1748, when 


he came to London, and put himſelf n 
my Care. 


TRE Diſeaſe was a — or Opakenels 
in each of the Chry/talline Humours ; that in 
in the right Eye appeared to adhere to the 


fect or Alteration in the Shape of the Pupil. 
He was capable of diſtinguiſhing Light, and 
Colours. In the left Eye, the Chryftalline 


Humour was adherent to the greateſt Part of 
the 


=I 


inferior Part of the Iris, but without any de- 
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the Iris. The Pupil appeared to extend be- 
neath the Cataract, and to have changed 
its Shape, from a Circle, to an oblong; 
through the lower Part of which, a ſmall 
Share of Light was admitted to the N 
of the Eye. 

From theſe Circumſtances, I N it 
improper to meddle with the left Eye, and at 
the ſame time conſidered the Event of the 
Operation as precarious in the Right. How- 
ever, I undertook it upon a probability of 
Succeſs, and couched the right ys on the 
third of April following. 

UPoN endeavouring to depreſs the Cataract, 
I perceived it to make a conſiderable Refiſtance 
to the Inſtrument, which was occaſioned 
its adheſion to the inferior Part of the Iris: 


So that I was obliged to direct my Needle 


underneath the Cataract, and lift it up, be- 
fore I conld diſengage it from the Iris, which 
I effected with ſome „ and at 9 
depreſſed it. 

H E ſuffered very little Pain from the * 
ration. In ſix Days after I examined the Eye, 


when the Cataract appeared to have reſumed 


its former Situation.

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0 N the third of May following, 1 couched

ed him a ſecond Time, the Cataract ſubſided 
g much more eaſily than before; this Opera- 
11 tion- was attended with as little Pain as the pre- 


ceeding : Upon examining the Eye a Week 
after, I perceived the Cataract to have riſen a 
ſecond Time, but ſo imperfectly, as to cover 
the lower Half of the Pupil only. The upper 
Half of it appeared clear, and he could diſ- 
tinguiſh Letters through it, by the help of a 
Convex-glaſs. | 

Iw as in hopes from this Appearance, that 
the Cataract might in time have ſubſided (as 
I have frequently known it do under the like 
Circumſtances) without any farther Operation. 
But on account of the little Pain which the Pa- 
tient had ſuffered from theſe Operations, he in- i 
ſiſted upon a Third, which I performed upon 
the 23d of the ſame Month, and the Chry/- 
talline was eafily depreſſed. But ſuch was the 
Diſpoſition of the Cataract, that it roſe up a 
third Time, but in ſo ſhaking and waſted. 
a Condition, as to promiſe a Speedy Diſap- 
pearance, However, the Patient remaining 
diſſatisfied, and unwilling to return Home 
upon a bare Probability of its waſting away ; 
I was prevailed upon to perform the Opera- 
tion a fourth Time, Tun 


„ 1 
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Tu x Cataract immediately ſubſided upon 
the ſlighteſt Touch of the N delle „ and did 
not appear again. 

TH ex Patient was capable of reading, ad 
and writing, with the Aſſiſtance of a Convex- 


glaſs, in a Fortnight after this Operation ; and 


now ſees well enough to follow his Profeſſion 
of Surgery and Pharmacy. It is remarkable 
that there was hardly any Inflammation or 
Pain, in conſequence of either * theſe Ope- 


rations. | 


Wx he firſt began to look Gut 
or any other ſingle Object, it appeared to 
him multiplied ; and when he firſt read, he 


conceived of Letters as remaining imprinted- 


upon the Bottom of the Eye for ſome Hours 
afterwards, but by a little uſe theſe Raney 
were quite removed. 


REMARK. 


FRO M this Example it appears, how diffi- 
cult it is to remove the Cataract effectually, 
when complicated with an adheſion of it to 
the Iris: and again, how warrantable it may 
be to repeat the Operation with a Probability of 
Succeſs, in ſuch Caſes as are attended . 
the like favourable Circumſtances. l 
Ir 
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Ir the Chry/talline had been totally re- 
moved by Extraction, theſe Returns of the 


Diſeaſe could not have happened. But I am 


inclined. to think, that if it had been at- 


tempted by opening the Cornea, the Opera- 


tion would not probably have terminated ſo 
happily ; ſince the vitreous Humour muſt in 
all likelihood have been wholly, or in a great 


part diſcharged, in endeavouting at a Removal 


of the Chry/talline. 
INSTANCES of which I Es 3 ws 


occur, attended with ſuch circumſtances, as _ 


to render a ſecond Operation impracticable. 
So that however ſucceſsful this method of Ope- 
rating may have proved in Cataracts, that are 
quite free from adheſion; yet I think the Ope-

 Mons1EUR Davies own Accounts of 
the Succeſs attending his method of opening

John Baptiſt Roux, aged 65, was operated 
upon next by M. Poyet ; after the Cornea was 
divided, the Cbryſtalline fell out u pon the Eye 
being gently preſs' d; the Patient had only a 
flight Inflammation of the Conjunctiva; he 
was viſited by the Commiſſaries on July the 
11th, and could diſtinguiſh Objects. He was 
viſited again on July 25, and could only ſee 
Day-light ; his Eye was attack'd with an

Qf an an uncommon  Tumaer upon the Roof of the, 


bY B. aged 40, had a Tumour formed upon 

the Roof of his Mouth, which at length 
had arrived to ſo great a Size, as to prevent 
his feeding upon any thing but Liquids, The 


Tumour had been growing about ſeven Years, 


and at length poſſeſſed the whole Roof of the 
Mouth. He came to London, in June 1747, 
and was admitted into the Hoſpital under my 
Care. In conſideration of the foregoing Cir- 
cumſtances, and the Improbability of procur- 
ing Relief by any other methods, it was re- 
commended to him to have it cut out; but at 
the ſame Time the Operation was judged ha- 
zardous from the Hemorrhage that might 
probably ariſe from it, and the Difficulty of 
ſtopping it, as had bappened ſometime ago 
in a ſimilar Caſe ; but as no other Methods 


could be thought on for his Relief, I under- 


took the Operation, and performed it in the 
following Manner. 
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Tur Patient being properly ſeated, and 
ſecured, a piece of Wood was placed betwixt 
the Teeth on the left Side of his Mouth; 
and a curved Knife, ſuch as Gardeners make 
uſe of in pruning Trees, was conveyed to 
the poſterior Part of the Tumour, with which 
I effeQuually ſeparated. the Tumour from its 
Baſis. The Hæmorrbage that enſued upon the 
Operation was ſo trifling, as to require no Pains 
in ſtopping it. But in a few Hours, afterwards, 
a confiderable Artery burſt out, which bled. 
freely, and could not be reſtrained by preſ- 
ſure, or other gentle means. Seeing this, and 
conſidering the Impoſlibility of uſing the 


Needle and Ligature to Advantage, I 530 re- 


courſe to the actual Cautery, which anſwered 
the End, and the Patient was perfectly cured 
in three Weeks, without farther trouble. 
Urox opening the Tumour it was found to 
conſiſt of a firm cartilaginous Subſtance mixed 


vieh long boney Particles. 


REMARK, 

Tux actual Cautery is hardly ever made uſe 
of in England by Surgeons of the preſent Age, 
to ſtop bleedings. The crooked Needle and

Of an encyſted T; Fonds fituated upon tbe fore- 
part o the Neck, Kaen Fully extirpated. 


A. A Girl of about 14 Years of Age, 
had a Tumour formed upon the Fore- 


part of her Neck, immediately beneath, and 
on the left Side of the thyroid Cartilage ; the 
Tumour had been growing about four Years, 
and was at length become ſo troubleſome from 
its Situation and Size, as to occaſion a Diffi- 
culty in breathing, and a total Inability of 
ſwallowing any thing but Liquids. It was of 
the encyſted Kind, and compoſed of a Quan- 
tity of Fluid. Its Situation was betwixt the 
aſpera Arteria and the Æſaphagus, as appeared 
in the Operation. It was cut out, and the 
Patient did well in a few Weeks. But on Ac- 
count of its deep Situation, only a Part of the 
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Cyſt was diſſected out, the reſt of it came 
away in a fe Days afterwards with the Dreſ- 
ſings. The Patient, ſince the Operation, has 


been free from any Inconvenience in breathing, 


or 1 W and is prone perfectly 


well.

"Tarn is a Species of Tumour ſometimes 
formed betwixt the Aſpera Arteria and the 
Aſopbhagus, which from its ſchirrous Nature, 
extent of its Baſis, and deep Situation, renders 
all Attempts to Extirpation unadviſeable. An 
Inſtance of which, Tulpius has given us in the 
44th Chapter of his firſt Book of Opferva- 


tions. 
A Càsx fimilar to that, J was conſulted 


about ſome time ago, in a Man 55 Years of 


Age. The Tumour increaſed ſo faſt, as to 
deſtroy him in a few Months. But where the 
Tumour is differently circumſtanced, both as 
to its Nature and Contents, the Operation 
may be adviſeable, as the preceding Inſtance 
undoubtedly proves. The Succeſs of which 
ſufficiently warranted the Undertaking.

G. nan 45. had a large Tumour on che 
right Side of her Neck, which had been 
growing for twenty Years. | It was much 
larger at its Baſis, than at any other Part, and 
extended from the right maſtoid Proceſs, to 
the Clayicle on the ſame Side; and from all 
the Vertebræ of the Neck to the maſtoid 
Muſcle, under which a Part of it was ſituated, 
The Tumour was not attended with Pain, but 
had of late become ſo inſupportable from its 
ſize, . as to render her incapable of Service. 
Under theſe Circumſtance, ſhe applied to me. 
I faw no Objection to the Operation, and ac- 
cordingly adviſed it, which' was complied 
with. There was no extraordinary Circum- 
ſtance or Difficulty attending the Operation, 
but that it required ſome care and nicety in 
Diſſecting out that Part of the Tumour which 
” under the maſtoid Muſcle upon the in- 
ternal 
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ternal Jugular Vein, and carotid Artery. There 


Circumſtance very uncommon in a Swelling 
of this Size, which weighed near four pounds.) 

In the Operation, all that part of the Trapezius 
Muſcle covering the back Part of the Neck, was 


laid bare. The whole of the Platyſma Myoides 
was taken away with the Tumour, and the 


Coracobyoideens Muſcle appeared in view. After 
the Tumour was removed, and the Hæmor- 
rhage ſtopp'd, I paſſed the Needle and Liga- 


ture twice through the Integuments, in a 


tranſverſe Direction, to prevent their Netrac- 
tion ; by which means T hoped the Cure might 
be haſtened.

In all Neabbottatous Tumours, it is abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to remove the whole in the 
Operation, if poſſible; and not traſt to the 
Effects of Dreſſings, for the en of — 
part that is left behind. 

InAvr knovrn an Inſtance, witch, by ſs 
ing to this Method, it has been found neceſſary 
to repeat the Operation, which ſeldom fails 
to bring a Reflection upon the Surgeon,

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I once knew an Inſtance of this Kind in 
the Caſe of 'a Steafoma, which grew in the 
inner Corner of the Eye. Tts Baſis was ſitua· 
ted upon the Lathrymal Sac; which, it was 
apprehended, there was a Danger of wound 
ing with the Knife. On this Account, a very 
ſmall Share of the Tumour was left behind. 
This in a few Months afterwards, arrived to 
the Size of the fotmer Swelling, and required 
a Repetition of the Operation, which was

Of an incurable Diſeaſe of the Eſophagus. 


1 Have already given an Inſtance of a diffi- 
culy in Swallowing, which aroſe from a 
Preſſure made upon the Afophagus, by a con- 
fiderable Tumour that appeared externally 
upon the Throat; and obſerved that the Pa- 
tient was cured in conſequence of its Ex- 
tirpation. I took notice likewiſe, that ſome 
l . of 
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of theſe Tumours arifing in the neighbouring 
Parts, are not to be relieved by Operation, on 
account of their great Extent, &c. 7 
BssIDxs the incurable Tumours to which 
chaſe parts are liable ; there is another Species 
of Diſeaſe, which ſeems equally dreadful in its 
conſequences, and incapable of being relieved 
by Phyſick or Surgery. This Diſeaſe is but 
too common, though not to my nn, 
as yet deſcribed by Writers. 

In Juby, 1752, F. L. a young Woman 
aged 25, was admitted into Guy's Hoſpital, 
and put under the Care of the Phyſician, on 
account of a Difficulty in Swallowing, with 
which ſhe had been afflicted for ſome Months. 
She had made uſe of all the Means that could 
be thought of in Phyſick for her Relief, but 
to no purpoſe. 

THERE was nothing appeared outwardly 
that could lead to the Diſcovery of the Ma- 
lady, but ſhe complained of a particular Tight- 
neſs in Swallowing, juſt below the back part 
| ef the cricoid Cartilage. The Part affected 
was ſituated too low to be looked into, but it 
was eaſily diſcovered by conveying down the 
Throat a bit of Spunge faſtened upon Whale- 
_ and dipt in Sweet-Oyl; which, though 
very 
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very ſmall, could not be made to paſs beyond 
it. She at length became incapable of taking 


any nouriſhment, and died ſoon after. 


' I- oPENED the Neck after her Death, and 


inqued minutely whether I could diſcover any 


Swelling behind the A/ophagus, or betwixt 
that, and the Aſpera Arteria; but there was 
nothing of this Nature that could be ſeen. 
Upon taking out the AÆſepbagus, it ap- 
peared conſiderably thicken'd'about an Inch in 
length, juſt beneath the cricoid Cartilage. 


Uro opening the A/opbagus length- ways, 
its Coats appeared ſo contracted in the diſeaſed 


Part, as to be only juſt capable of admitting a 
Paſſage to a common Probe, The internal 
Coat of the Æſopbagus was in part ulcerated, 
and beſmeared with Matter. 

Tur Larynx, Aſpera Arteria, &c. 7 
peared ſound and well. 


RE MARK. 


1 am afraid that this remarkable Caſe is 


one, amongſt the many in Phyſick and Surgery, 


that could not poſſibly have been prevented, | 


or even relieved, if its Nature had been ori- 
ginally known ; and that this Obſervation only 
tends 
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tends to prove, what muſt unayoidably be the 
Fate in other Diſeaſes of the like Nature. 
HowEvER, as it is always a Satisfaction to 
the Surgeon, and implies Judgment in him 


io be able to prognoſticate with ſome Degree 


of certainty, what may probably be the Event 
of a future Diſeaſe of the like Kind, and by 
this means prevent the Adminiſtring of many. 
uſeleſs Applications; for - theſe Reaſons, this 
Obſervation may not probably be emed 
altogether uſeleſa. 
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CAS E X. 
Of a Tumour Ftuated upon the Farehead. : 


WHEN a Tumour, Excreſcence, or any 
preternatural Appearance is born with 
Children; the Ph&momenon is generally diſtin- 


guiſhed by the Name of a Mark, and attri- 
buted to ſome particular Deſire of the Mother 
during Pregnancy. There are ſome of theſe 


which are Tumours of the encyſted Kind; 


and though at firſt they appear inconſiderable, 
yet it frequently happens that they do not re- 
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ſing. at length arrive to a conſiderable Size, proy 
ing troubleſome, and unſeemly from their _ 


Yon and Appearance: To prevent which, it 
is generally adviſcable ta remove the Tumour 
when ſmall; by which means much Pain is 


prevented, and the Scar ariing, from the 
Wound becomes inconſiderable. 

I was conſulted ſome Years fince in the 
Caſe. of a Child near a Lear old, who was 
born with a Tumour of a Claret Colour up- 
on the Face; it was at firſt no bigger than a 
commen Pea, but, before ſhe: had arrived to 
this Age, the Tumour was increaſed to the 
Size of a Wallnut. | 

IT was judged adviſeable to have it cut out, 
which was done, and the Patient was cured in 


a Inge Time. 


Of a Tumour fituated upon the Gn 


= the Year 1750, I was conſulted in the 
Caſe of a Child, near two Years old, who 
had a Tumour btuated upon the Os Occipitis. 


The 
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The Tumour was as large as a Turkey's Egg; 
and appeared filled with a tranſparent Fluid. 
It aroſe from the back' Part of the Brain, 


which was eaſily diſcovered, by examining the 
Baſis of the Tumour. There was a Defect 
of almoſt the Whole of the Os Occipitis. The 
Child was luſty and ſtrong, and had no viſible 
Diſeaſe in its Limbs. I adviſed nothing, but 
to defend the Tumour from external Acci- 
dents ; but the Parents being diſſatisfied with 
my Advice, conſulted another Surgeon, ' who 
adviſed the Extirpation of it, which he did, 
and the Patient died in a few Days ene, 


REMARK, 


TuIs is a Species of encyſted Tumour 


which is ſometimes ſeated upon the Vertebræ 
of the Loins, ſometimes upon the Vertebræ 


of the Back, and at other times upon thoſe . 
of the Neck, Os Sacrum, or betwixt the 
Sutures of the Scull; all of which I had 
ſeen before. But I had never before now, 
ſeen an Inſtance of a Tumour of this Kind 
upon the Os Occipitis. Theſe Tumours are 
to be diſtinguiſhed from. all others by their 
Riſe, Situation, the Circumſtance of their be- 
ing always born with the Subject, who is 

generally 
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generally afflicted with a partial Palſey; and by 
their Contents, which are Fluid, and com- 
monly tranſparent. 

Tuxv take their riſe from the Brain, or 
ſpinal Marrow, where there is a viſible De- 
fect of the Bone; which from the Circum- 
ſtance of the Spine being divided, or rather” 
defective in it its proceſſes, in that particular 
part, has given. them the Name of Spine 
Bifide. 

Tux opening of theſe Tumours by Inciſion, 
or taking them off by Ligature, has been al- 


ways found to be fatal; as obſerved by Tulpius, 
in the 29th and zoth Chapter of” the 2d 


Book of his Obſervations; and by Ruyſch, 


in his 34th, 35th, and 36th Ob/ervationss, 


Ruyſch 511 that Children thus affficted, 
ſeldom live to fifteen Months old: but I 
knew an Inſtance of a young Man of twenty 
Years old, who had one of theſe Tumours 
upon his Loins. He was healthy, but had 
laboured under a Paralyſis of his Legs from his 
Infancy ; but not ſo bad a one, as to diſable 
him from walking. 

Fx OM this Obſervation I would infer, that 
it is always unadviſeable to attempt the Extir- 
pation, or opening 25 theſe Tumours ; which 
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piece of Advice has been peremptorily deli- 
vered by Tulpius, in the following Words. 
Cave Sts improvide unquam aperias, Quod tam 
facile occidit hominem, N. B. Ruyſch has given 
0 a (pſa like this in his 52d Obſervation. 


axis E N a Bone, and its neighbouring 
Tendons and Ligaments are affected 

with Inflamation, Caries, &c. The Diſeaſe 

may ſometimes extend itſelf farther, ſo as to 

affect the neighbouring Veſſels; or it may 

probably happen, that the Diſcaſes of theſe 

particular Parts may ſometimes proceed from 

a previous affection of thoſe very neighbouring 

Veſſels, from which they receive their nourtſh- 

ment and growth. 

| C. D. was afflicted with a Caries of the Jointof 

| the Elbow, which was attended with ſuch Cir- 

| cumſtances as rendered the Amputation of the 

| Limb A The Operation was performed 

| at 

| 
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at a proper Diſtance above the diſeaſed Part, 
and the Veſſels were taken up by the Needle 
and Ligatures. * 

IN a few Days after the Operation, the hu- 
meral Artery became ſo dilated above the Li- 
gature, as to endanger its burſting. Upon 
this Account, it was judged neceſſary to per- 
form the Operation for the Aneuryſm, which 
was done, and the Veſſel ſecured by Ligature 
above the upper Extremity of its diſtended Coats, 
After this, every thing went on ſeemingly well 
for ſome time, when ſuddenly the Artery ap- 
peated again dilated, and in Danger of burſting 
above the ſecond Ligature. Theſe Circumſtances 
made it neceſſary to repeat the Operation for 
the Aneuryſm; from this time every thing 
went on ſucceſsfully, till the Stump was at the 
Point of being healed; when, quite une xpect- 
edly, the Artery appeared a third Time diſ- 
caſed in the ſame Manner as before; for which 
Reaſon a third Operation for the Aneuryſm, 
was determined upon, and performed. 

Tu x laſt Operation was near to the Axilla, 
hd the Patient continued well from this time 
without any Relapſe. | 

2uery. Could the ſeveral Aneuryſms of the 
humeral Artery be attributed to the ſudden 
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Check alone, which the Blood met with from 
its Extremity being ſecured by Ligature; or 
is it not more reaſonable, to ſuppoſe, that the 
Coats of the Artery, nearly as high up as the 
Axilla, were originally diſeaſed and weakened ? 


The latter ſeems the moſt reaſonable way of 


accounting for theſe ſucceſſive Returns of the 


| Diſeaſe of the Veſſel; ſince it is found from 


Experience, that ſuch Accidents have been very 
rarely known to occur after Amputations, either 
of the Arm, or Thigh, where nearly the ſame 
Refiſtance muſt be made to the Circulation in 
every Subject of an equal Age and Vigour, 
who has undergone the ſame Operation. 

Ir it ſhould be ſuppoſed that the ſeveral 
Dilatations of the Coats of the Veſſels aroſe 
merely from the Check in the Circulation it 
will not be eaſy to account for the final Suc- 
ceſs of this Operation; and eſpecially when we 
reflect, that the Force of the Blood is increaſed 
in proportion to its nearneſs to the Heart. 

Tur Nouriſhment of the Stump may be 
accounted for, from the Ramifications ariſing 
from the principal Trunk about the Axilla, 
which becoming dilated, in proportion to the 
Reſiſtance the Blood meets with in its paſſage 
through the humeral Artery, were found ſuf- 

=. Zo ficiently 
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| ficiently numerous and large to convey a pro- 
per Supply to the Parts beneath. 


THis Species of Aneuryſm I have = de- 


ſcribing, is diſtinguiſhed by the Name of the 
true Aneurſy m, and is a Diſeaſe which fre- 
quently happens to the Curvature of the Aorta, 
extending ſometimes to both ſides the Neck, 
ſometimes producing convulſive Fits, and ad- 


mits of no other than a palliative Relief,

CASE XIII. 
Of an Aneuryſm of the humeral Artery. 


M. aged 37, was admitted into the 
Hofoital in July 1753, with a Diſeaſe 
of the right Arm, which upon inquiry was 
found to be greatly ſwelled and enlarged. The 


Tumour extended from a little above the bend- 


ing of the Elbow, to pretty near the middle 
of the Cubit; and appeared ſomewhat diſco- 
loured, and pointed on its ſuperior part. Upon 


preſſing the Tumour, I diſcovered a Fluctua- 


tion, but there was not the leaſt perceivable 


Pullation. He informed me of his having been 
E 3 blooded 
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blooded in the Baſilic Vein about 13 Months 
ago, that he felt confiderable Pain from the 
Operation, and that the Blood was diſcharged 
through the Orifice by leaps. Immediately 
after being blooded, he perceived a ſmall Tu- 
mour to ariſe in the Neighbourhood of the 
Orifice, which in a Week's time arrived to the 
Size of an Egg, and continued to increaſe gra- 
dually for nine Months. For a few Weeks 


after the Accident, the Limb was diſcoloured 
from the Shoulder to the Wriſt, owing, with- 


out doubt, to the confinement of the extrava- 


fated Blood. He had conſiderable Pain for 


the firſt three Months. 
THE Operation was determined upon, and 


performed in the following Manner. The 
Tourniquet being fixed upon the humeral Ar- 


tery, and the Arm diſpoſed in a proper Situa- 
tion, and firmly ſecur'd. | 

Ax Incifion was begun at the upper Extre- 
mity of the moſt prominent Part 'of the Tu- 
mour, and continued downwards about three 
Inches, directing the Knife in ſuch a Manner as 


to deſcribe the half of an Oval; then a ſecond 


Inciſion was made on the oppoſite Side in the 
fame Manner; by which means an oval Piece 


of the Integaments was cut out. Upon their 
removal, 
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removal, the Contents of the Tumour were diſ- 
charg'd. It conſiſted of a large Ball of coagu- 
lated Blood of a fibrous Texture contained in 
a thick Cyſt, which appeared like the Coats 
of a Vein. Upon ſlackening the Tourniquet, 
the Wound of the Artery appeared circular, 
and its Coats were diſcoloured, and thickened 
at leaſt an Inch above its Diviſion. A crooked 


Needle with a Ligature was paſſed under the 


Artery above the diſeaſed Part, and tied upon 
it, Cc. A ſecond Ligature was made upon the 
Artery below its Orifice, which ſhould always

be done to prevent the risk of an Hemor- 


rhage from this Part ; fince it has been found 
that by neglecting to do this, a conſiderable 
Diſcharge of Blood has enſued ſome Days af. 
ter the Operation, and the Patient's Life been 
brought into imminent Danger by a Reflux of 
Blood from the neighbouring Anaſtomoſes. 
After the Operation, the Wound was dreſſed 
in the common manner, and the Fatient de- 
moved to bed. 


IMMEDIATELY upon tying the Artery, he 
complained of a Numbneſs in his Fingers, 


and no Pulſation could be diſcovered in his 


Wriſt ; but in half an Hour after the Operation, 


a very regular Pulſation appeared, and his 


Numbneſs began to go off. From

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FroM this time he went on very well for ſe- 
veral Weeks, but was at length ſeized with ge- 


neral Convulſions, attended with the Symptom 
of a locked Jaw, which killed him. 


REMARK, 

As a Pulſation in the Part is one of the 
principal Characteriſtics, by which an aneu- 
ryſmal Tumour is diſtinguiſhed from a Tu- 
mour proceeding from any other Cauſe ; the 
want of it in the preceding Caſe may be ac- 
counted for, from conſidering the Diſtance 
which the Artery was at from the Integu- 
ments, occaſioned by the Quantity of extrava- 


| dated Blood which lay upon the wounded Veſ- 


{1 ; and again, there could be no room to 
doubt of the Nature of the Diſeaſe, as the 


original Symptoms were a ſufficient Proof of 
its certainty. The want of Pulſation in this 


Inſtance i is not peculiar, ſince by the ſucceed- 
ing Caſes it will appear, that they were like- 
wile attended with the ſame Circumſtances, 
partly from the ſame Cauſe, and partly from 
the deep Situation of the Veſſel under the 
Gaſtrocnemii Muſcles, which rendered their 


Pulſations equally imperceptible. 


Tu A Circumſtance of a locked Jaw is no 


very uncommon Symptom; it ſometimes 
comes 
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comes gradually on after a Wound, a Fracture 
of a Bone, Diſlocation, or in Conſequence of 
the Stricture made upon the Arteries, and their 
neighbouring Parts by Ligatures; at other 
times this Symptom happens on a ſudden, and 
is generally the Fore-runner of a ſpeedy Diſſo- 
lution, But there are Inſtances where theſe 
Symptoms have been effectually removed by 
large Bliſters applied to the whole of the back 
part and Sides of the Neck. 8 

Two Inſtances of which ſucceſs, I remem- 
ber to have ſeen within theſe few Years. It 
is generally adviſed upon undertaking an Ope- 
ration of this kind upon the Arm, to have 
the Amputating Inſtruments in readineſs, leaſt 
a Mortification ſhould enſue upon the Parts be- 
neath the Ligatures, in conſequence of an Ob- 
ſtruction ariſing in the Veſſels. But notwith- 
ſtanding this is a Circumſtance which max 
poſſibly happen, yet I muſt own, amongſt tie 
ſeveral Operations of this Kind which I have 
performed myſelf, or ſeen performed by others, 
I never once knew an Inſtance of its turning 
out ſo unfortunately, a as to require Amputa- 
tion.

Of an Aneuryſm of the Arteria Tibialis Poſtica, 


B. aged 34, the laſt Week in April, of 
the Year 1748, was taken with a Cramp 


a little below his Ham, which was followed 


with an immediate ſwelling of the Calf of the 
Leg, attended with exceſſive Pain; it continued 
in much the ſame State till the Month of 


July following, when it began to increaſe 


both in Size and Pain, 
Taz whole Leg was exceedingly tenſe, but 


there was not the leaſt Pulſation to be diſ- 
covered. 


On October 15, the Operation for the An- 


in was attempted. 


Vo opening the Tumour, the congealed 
Blood appeared to have acquired a fleſhy Con- 


ſiſtence; and adhered very firmly one Por- 
-tion of it to another. Upon removing it to- 


tally, the Tibia and Fibula were found carious, 
and the Orifice of the ruptured Artery ap-

and Fibula, ſo that it was impracticable to 


tie it, or at leaſt judged unadviſeable, dent 
dering the Condition of the Leg. 
I x was amputated above-knee on the Spot, 
and the Patient did well. 

Do opening the Knee, the Os N 
was affected, and conſequently the Artery diſ- 
eaſed above the Part where it appeared to be 


ruptured, Some Years ago, the Operation for 
the Aneuryſm was performed in a ſimilar 


Caſe within a few Hours after the Rupture of 
the Veſſel. The Tumour increaſing fo faſt, 
and the Pain proving ſo — that it 
was neceſſary to looſe no time. 

Tu Tibialis Poſtica was burſt in the Mid- 
dle of the Leg, it was taken up with ſome 
difficulty, and the Patient recovered. ; 


REMARK.- 


Wus u we are dei . the fans 
Species of Aneuryſm happening to any part 
where ſufficient Preflure cannot be made to 


reſtrain the Hæmorrbage; it is generally ad- 


viſeable to proceed immediately to the Opera- 
tion, leſt the neighbouring Parts ſhould be- 
come ſo affected by the Extravaſation, as to 
bring on a Rotteneſs, and by that means render 


ON 
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the Operation impracticable, as happened 
in the firſt Inſtance, where it was found ne- 
ceſſary to part with the Limb to ſave Life. 
IN the ſecond Inſtance, it is probable that 
this was prevented by the timely Aſſiſtance 
ow by the Operation. 
Ix Aneuryſms of the Arm ptoceeding fo 
a Wound of the Artery by a Launcet, the 
Caſes are differently circumſtanced; and though 
it is found in general, neceſſary to proceed 


to Inciſion and Ligature for their Cure, on 


account of the Part having been neglected for 
ſome time after the Accident; yet there are 
Inſtances of Caſes, where, upon timely Appli- 
cation, the Cure has been effected merely by 
Compreſs and Bandage; which I would re- 
commend to be firſt of all tried in recent Caſes, 
and to be continued for three or four Weeks 
at leaſt, if there is no very good reaſon to for- 
bid it. 
Tur me in which the Wound of the 
humeral Artery has appeared, upon Examina- 
tion after Death, to be cured, is by an inti- 
mate Coheſion of the Aponeurofis of the Biceps 
Muſcle, of the Capſula, and of the Wound of 
the Veſſel; and it has been farther obſerved, 


that the Orifice made in the Artery (which 
appeared 
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appeared circular) has been ſtopt up with a 


Clot of ſolid Blood, reſembling, on its external 
part, the Head of a Nail; which adhe- 


ring firmly to the Cicatrix of the In teguments, | 


produced a confiderable A

Two remarkable Caſes of Ganglions, where the 
Operations were performed with Succeſs." 


G4 NGL IONS, or Tumours formed up- 

on the tendinous and /igamentous Parts 
of the Extremities, are a Diſeaſe ſufficiently 
known to every Surgeon of Experience, and 
have been treated of by moſt Writers under 
the Head of encyſted Tumours. 

Taz Parts moſt frequently attacked with 
this kind of Swelling are the Hands and Feet ; 
but there are Inſtances of their appearing upon 
many other, parts of the Body; an extraordi- 
nary Inſtance of which I was ſometime ago 
conſulted in, that poſſeſſed. the whole back 
Part of the Neck. 

Tus Tumours ſometimes take their riſe. 
from a Strain, and at other times they hap-

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pen without any previous Accident. Unleſs 
they diſperſe of themſelves, or are removed 
by Art when recent, they frequently increaſe 
to a conſiderable Size, proving very inconve- 
nient by depriving the Part of its Strength and 
Motion. | 

Tur Methods preſcribed” for their Cure 
are various, but thoſe which are ſaid to 


have been found moſt effectual, are conſtant 
Preſſure, and ſudden Blows, which may have 


ſometimes ſucceeded. © At other times the 
Tumour has been known to diſappear for a 
Time only, and at length has returned again, 
owing without doubt to the Cyſt being left 
behind; which is well known to be fre- 
quently the Caſe in every other Species of en- 
cyſted Tumour, where the Bag is not ſuffi- 
ciently deſtroyed in the POT OY. or by fu- 
ture Applications, 

Bur as the Inſtances are ſo common, where 
all Attempts to diſperſe them prove ineffectual, 
and the Parts become diſabled both from the 

Size and Situation of the Tumour, the Sur- 
geon 1s at length obliged to have recourſe to 
the Knife, as a radical Cure. | 

I xxow there are ſome who object to this 
Operation, on account of the Danger attending 
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a Wound of the ſubjacent Tendon, or Li- 
gament; imagining that ſuch an Accident 


would probably be attended with the worſt 


of Conſequences. But this objection can be 


of no great weight, ſince it is always in the 
Power of a skilful and ſteady Operator to 
avoid this Accident, by cutting away only 


2 Part of the Cyſt, and leaving the reſt be- 


hind to digeſt out with the future Dreflings ; 
which it will moſt certainly do, if. the out- 
ward Wound be made ſufficiently large, as 


has been already moſt judiciouſly and fully 
explained by Mr. Sharp, in his Chapter of en- 


cyſted Tumours, 


Bur ſuppoſing it ſhould happen that the 
Tendon, or Ligament, or both ſhould be 
wounded in the Operation, the Conſequence 
will not probably be ſo bad as is apprehended, 
ſince every Day's Experience proves, that acci- 
dental Wounds of theſe Parts are known to 
do well with proper Treatment; and, as ſome 
proof of the Validity of this Hypotbeſis, the two 
following Caſes are related. In both of which it 
was found abſolutely neceſſary to divide a con- 
fiderable Ligament, before the Operation could 
be properly and effectually performed.

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A. M. 19 Years of Age, in the Year 1745. 
ſtrained her Wriſt by a fall. The Accident 
was immediately followed with great Pain, a 
Weakneſs, and Swelling of the whole Hand; 
which, notwithſtanding the proper Methods 
uſed for her Relief, continued much in the 
ſame State till 1749; when ſhe perceived a 
ſmall diſtinct Tumour to ariſe in the inner, 
and lower part of her Wriſt, which in a ew 
Days increaſed to ſo great a Degree, as to ren- 
der her incapable of ſhutting her Hand, or 
moving her Fingers. 
O the 21ſt of April 1750, ſhe applied to 
me. Upon Examination 1 diſcovered a Fluid 
in the Tumour which extended for about an 
Inch above the Ligamentum tranſoerſale carp, 
to about half an Inch below it, and upon 
Preſſure ſeemed to paſs underneath it; 

I dETERMINED upon the Operation, which 
I performed in the following Manner. Her 
Hand being properly placed and ſecured upon 
a Table, covered with a double Blanket ; I 
began my Incifion a little above the upper 
Extent of the Tumour, and continued it to 
2 little beyond its lower Extent, through the 
Integuments, which I carefully diſſected upon 


each fide, This gave me an Opportunity of 
diſcovering

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diſcovering its exact Situation, which I found 
to be under the Tendons of the Flexor carpi 
ulnaris, and Palmaris longus Muſcles. Both of 
vrhich were conſiderably lifted up, and removed 
from their natural Situation, by the ſubjacent 
Tumour. It likewiſe extended itſelf under 
the Ligamentum tranſverſale Carpi, which 
there was a Neceſſity of dividing, | I 


could have an opportunity of diſſecting the 


Tumour: from its Bafis. The upper Part of 
the Cyſt was ſtrongly attached to the inferior 


Parts of the Tendons of the Hexor Carpi ulr

I s Contents were intirely. gelatinous, and 
contained under the Capſula of the Tendons 
of the Flexor Muſcles of the Index, or Fore- 
finger. 

Tuxkx was neither much difficulty, 1 nor 
pain, in the Operation ; and. the Patient did 
well in a ſhort Time, without the leaſt Inter-

He was inca- 
pable of lying on his left Side without ſuffer- 
ing exceſſive Pain, which he deſcribed as ex- 
tending from the Middle of the Breaſt- bone to 
the Back. This was perceivably attended with 
ſo great a difficulty of Breathing, as ſeem'd to 
threaten Suffocation. He could lie on his 
right Side without any conſiderable inconve- 
nience, but he was moſt eaſy when lying on 
his Back ; he never had been troubled with a 
Cough ll within this laſt Month ; nor had 
he ever perceived the leaſt Diſcharge of Mat- 
ter, cither by ſpitting, or otherwiſe.

Spot in the following Manner: When the 
Patient was properly fituated and ſecured, I

Ribs, into the Cavity of the Thorax, from 
whence there iflued three Pints of a thick 
fœtid Matter; from this Inftant, he was greatly 
relieved. The Diſcharge was very confidera- 
ble for the five firft Days, when it began to 
decreaſe. From the Moment of the Opera- 
tion, he was capable of lying on either fide, 
or of ſitting upright without the leaſt incon- 
venience; and he continued to grow better till 
the firſt of December following, when his Dif- 
charge increaſed, and continued in great Quan- 
tities till his death, which happen'd in about 
ſeven Weeks after the Operation.

Pain, and difficulty of Breathing were en- 


creaſed, and there appeared ſomething like a 
Fluctuation under my Fingers.

FR ON the foregoing Circumſtances and 
Symptoms, I made no doubt of the propriety 
of the Operation, which I perform'd in the 
ſhlowing Manner.

(which was by leaps) the Patient expreſo d a 
painful and uncommon kind of : Senſation, 
which he compar'd to a Weight being ſud- 
denly taken from his Heart.

preceding Caſes; in which it has been al- 
ready obſerved, that the Diſeaſes were only 
of a few Weeks ſtanding : in the third Inſtance, 
where it has been likewiſe already obſerved, 
that the Operation was not ſucceſsful ; I think 
this want of Succeſs might, with ſome Reaſon, 
be attributed to the Injury which had been

Pair of probe Sciſſars. Soon after the Opera-

Inſtances, where this Species of Rupture has 
ariſen merely from this Cauſe, and been at-

enlarged from the Stream of Water in the time 


of its Evacuation, or from Preſſure of the 
Inteſtines againſt the internal Part of that 
Membrane, grown greatly diſtended and flac» 
cid from the Quantity and Nature of the 
Contents, as to make it incapable of reſiſt- 
the Force it ſometimes meets with in Conghe 
ing, Sncezing, Se. 

A. B. was admitted into the Hoſpital wich 
an Aſcites or Dropſy of the Abdomen, which 
was become ſo diſtended by the Water, as 
to render him incapable of lying down with- 
out bringing on ſuch a difficulty of Breath- 


ing as threaten'd ſuffocation (from the Com- 


preſſion, probably, which the Diaphragm and 
Lungs labour'd under in this Situation) for 


theſe Reaſons it was judged neceffary to Tap 
him. Upon Examination, his Navel appeared 
protuberant, and puſhed forward as large as 
an Egg. Its Integuments were thin, and al- 
moſt tranſparent. Upon my conſidering that 
an opening made through this part would

THe Patient being ſeated in a Chair of

cured by two Aſſiſtants. After this, I began 
with making an Inciſion, with a round edged 
Knife, at the upper Extent of the Tumour;

In this circumſtance, I had thoughts &>.

Since I have had che opens of 
making the two following Obſervations ; I 
can't help conjecturing, that there have been 
ſome Inſtances of a Stone,or Stones, been left 
behind in the Bladder, merely from having too 
great a Confidence in this general Rule at the 
time of Operating; which Opinion I am led 
mto, from having ſometimes known Patients

IN a few Days after the Operation, it com- 


monly happens that ſome of the Urine 
paſſes through the Urerhra, and continues to 
do fo without interruption, till the Whole of 
it finds its way through this Channel, and till 
the Wound is healed ; but I have ſometimes 


obſerved, that at the End of ſeveral Weeks, 


the Urine ftill continues to flow in great 


Quantities through the Wound, and endan- 
gers a Fiſtula, or at leaſt greatly retards the 


healing of the Wound. In ſuch Caſes, I have 


often introduced a Bougie through the Ure- 
thra into the Bladder, with advantage. This, 
by equally diſtending the Paſſage, and preſ- 
ſing upon the internal Part of the Wound, has 
in a few Days diverted the Courſe of the 
Urine, and diſpoſed the Parts to heal more 


evenly and expeditiouſly, than they otherwiſe 


would have done. 


VN. B. The Reaſon that induced me to be 


particularly circumſpect in the Caſe I have 


juſt now ſpoken of, aroſe from the following 
Accident, IN 
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IN December 1752, I ſaw ten rough Stones 
preſented to the Royal Society, which were 
taken out of the Bladder of an old Man; 
the largeſt of which weighed cight Ounces 
and an half, the others were ſmall ; theſe 
Stones were taken out of the Bladder after 
the Patient's Death. 

' SINCE then it appears, from the preceding 
Accounts, that two Inſtances have occur'd in 
ſo ſhort a Time, which prove Exceptions to 
the general Rule laid down by almoſt all 
Writers, I was induced to offer theſe Hiſ- 
torics to prove the Poſſibility of the 1 
Phenomenon happening again.

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Notice; but as the following is attended wich 


a very ſingular, and perhaps unparallell'd Cir- 

cumſtance, I am induced, merely on this 

account, to give a ſhort Hiſtory of the follow- 
ing Fact. 
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M. E. aged 48, (in all other Da an 


healthy Woman) had been afflifted with the 
Symptoms of the Stone in the Bladder for 


about two Years, for which ſhe put herſelf 


under my Care. - After havin g prepared her 
in the uſual Manner, I proceeded to the Ope- 
ration, but in a Method ſomewhat different 


from that generally practiſed, which is effected 


merely by a forcible Dilatation, and conſequent 


Laceration of the Urethra; but having almoſt 
always obſerved an incontinence of Urine, in 
conſequence of this Method of Operating, for 
this Reaſon, and from the Succeſs which I had 
ſome time ago met with in the Caſe of 


M. B. mentioned hereafter, from whom I 


had extracted an Excreſcence that was growing 
on the Infide of the Bladder ; I differ'd from 
the uſual Method of Operating, and cut the 
Urethra obliquely upwards on the right Side 
to about half its length, which I eaſily ef- 


fected by introducing a ſmall Knife into the 


Groove of the Staff, and found very little force 
requilite 
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requiſite to the Introduction of the Gorget and 


Forceps into the Bladder, and in the Ex-

Uro x laying hold of the Stone, it broke, 
ſo that only a Part of it, of the Size of a 


Pigeon's Egg, was extracted upon the firſt 


Introduction of the Forceps into the Blad- 
der; upon introducing the Forceps a ſecond 
time, I extracted a ragged and irregular piece 


of Bone weighing ſixteen Grains, which I 


have now in my Cuſtody. 


BeyFoRE the Bone was waſhed and cleanſed, 


its Cavities appear'd filled, and covered with a 
Mixture of hairy and ſtoney Particles; from 
whence I conjecture, that it probably was the 
Nucleus of the Stone. 

NoTHING remarkable occur'd during the 
Cure, but that the Patient ever ſince the ſe- 
cond Day after the Operation, was capable of 
retaining her Urine, and recover'd perfectly 
in leſs than three Weeks after the Operation 
was perform'd. .

- In the Year 1749, I was conſulted in the 


Caſe of a little Girl about three Years old, 


who had labour'd under ſuch violent Symp- 
toms in voiding her Urine ever ſince her birth, 


as to make it ſuſpected by her Phyſician, that 
ſhe had a Stone in her Bladder. Upon en- 
quiry, I was inform'd that her Urine came 
away by drops, that ſhe was inclined to put 
her Hand to the Pudendum, when ſhe made 
Water, and that ſhe could not help crying, 
and ſtamping with her Feet, merely from 
the Pain. Theſe Symptoms ſo nearly reſem- 
bled thoſe of the Stone, that. I thought proper 
to propoſe the paſſing a Staff into the Bladder, 
that we might be ſatisfied whether there was 

a Stone, or any other Diſeaſe of the Urethra, 
or Bladder ; but upon endeavouring to do it, 

J obſerv'd the Urethra was at leaſt half co- 
1 ver' d over with a Continuation of the Hymen, 
which appear d imperforated ; for this reaſon, 
I could with difficulty execute my Deſign. 
5 However, I effected the Introduction of the 
Inſtrument into the Bladder, without uſing

7 C. aged 63, about four Months ago per- 

ceived a ſmall Pimple to ariſe upon the 
Glens Penis, which continued without pain 
for ſix Weeks. At the end of which Time, 


it grew painful, and increaſed in ſize, which 


obliged him to apply to a neighbouring Sur- 
geon for relief. The firſt Applications made 
uſe of to the Part, were emollient Cataplaſms, 
which were continued for a Fortnight, but 
without any other effect than keeping the Part 
eaſy, and preventing an increaſe of the Sym- 
toms. Seeing this, he was induced to apply 
a Cauſtic to the Excreſcence, which brought 
on exceſſive pain, and produced an Ulcera- 
tion; and from that time, the Tumour began 
to grow conſiderably worſe. 

ON the zd of Auguft 1749, he was ad-

the whole Penis was found cancerous, and 


conſiderably enlarged, to within about an Inch 
and a half of the Abdomen, attended with ex- 


ceſſive pain. 


I 7 had for the laſt four Weeks diſcharged 


ſo greatly, as to weaken him conſiderably, 
and had bled at times, but not very profuſely. 
On the ſeventh Inſtant, it was amputated 


near the Abdomen, in the following Manner. 


A TOURNIQUET was applied on the Penis, 


as near the Abdomen as poſſible, and an Inci- 
fion was made firſt through the Integuments 
only, which were drawn back, and then a 
ſecond - Incifion was made as near as poſ- 
fible to the Integuments through the Corpora 
cavernoſa ; there was no Inſtrument intro- 
duced into the Urethra, nor was there much 
difficulty in ſtopping the Hemorrhage, which 
was effected by the Needle and Ligature. 
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ArEHEW Hours after the Operation, he 


urin'd freely, and from this time continued 
to go on very well, till he recover'd. But in 


a few Months afterwards, he relaps'd into 


the ſame diſorder, and died. 
A 81MILAR Caſe to this is mentioned by 


Ruyſch, in his zoth Qbſervation ; but there 


the — is deſcribed as being perform'd 
H 2 in 
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in à very different Manner, as follows: A 
Catheter was introduced through the Urethra 
into the Bladder, and confined by a proper 
Ligature from ſlipping out; after this, a 
Ligature was made very tight upon the Penis 


above the diſeaſed Part; the next Day, a ſe- 


cond Ligature was applied upon the firſt, and 
in five Days after, the Penis was amputated 
with a Knife in the ſame Part, which had been 
almoſt wore through by the Ligatures, | 

Tuis method was made uſe of, in order 
to prevent an Hemorrhage ; for he obſerves, 
that by this means, the Part became almoſt 
mortified off, and no bleeding enfued. But 
as this method muſt be infinitely more pain- 
ful than what attends the Operation, when 
perform'd by Incifion only, I think there 
can be no doubt, which of the two is prefe- 


rable. Mr. Ruyſch obſerves, that the Patient 


did well, and continued ſo. He ſays, that 

part of the Penis which was left behind, 
drew quite back into the Abdomen, ſo that he 
was obliged to make uſe of an Ivory Pipe, 
which was occaſionally introduced through 


the Urethra into the Bladder, to prevent the 
Inconvenience of being wetted by the Urine.

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bake REMARK. 
Ir is worth obſerving, what different Ef- 


fects were produced by the Emollient, and 


Cauſtic Applications in the preceding Caſe. 
The Firſt it appears, kept the Parts caſy, and 
prevented the Diſcaſe from increaſing, though 
it had no farther tendency to the Cure of the 
Wound. But the Latter, which was painful, 
immediately aggravated the Symptoms, and 
conſiderably increaſed the Inflammation and 
- Ulceration. This Caſe is one of the many, 
which ſhews the Impropriety of all painful Ap- 


plications to Ulcers that are attended with the 
like Malignancy ; and at the ſame time 


the great Advantages of ſuch as are emol- 
lient and relaxing. 


From the Event of Ruyſch's Caſe, we may 
learn the Poſſibility of Succeſs after the like 


Operation ; though it muſt be acknowledged, 


that the Inſtances are rare where the Patient 
does not relapſe into the ſame Diſeaſe.

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Of the good Effect of medicated Bougies, in diſ-

E. in Auga 1731, contracted a Clap, 


which he neglected till the March fol- 


lowing, when there appeared a Swelling in 


the Scrotum, which ſuppurated, - and was 


open'd by Incifion, He was at the ſame time 
put under a Courſe of Phyſick; but notwith- 
withſtanding this Treatment, there appear'd a

H had a purulent Dicherge fem ths 


Penis the whole Time, attended with fre- 


quent Inclinations to Urine, which came away 
ſometimes by drops, at other times in a 
ſmall twiſted Stream tinged with blood, and 
attended with exceſſive Pain. He remain'd 
pretty nearly in this State, till Auguſt 1747, 
when he perceived a Swelling to ariſe in Pe-

rinæo, which obliged him to apply for fur- 
ther advice. The Tumour ſuppurated, and was 
open'd by Incifion, and the Patient ſalivated. 
But notwithſtanding all proper care having been 
taken of the Wound, it remain'd fiſtulous. 

HE was admitted into the Hoſpital, the 
firſt of December 1748. Upon examination, I 
diſcover'd two Fiſtulas in Perinæo, and two 
more in the Scrotum, through which the 
greateſt Part of his Urine was diſcharged. The 
Scrotum was enlarg'd to four times its ſize, 
and appear' d anaſarcous. 

THE whole Penis was diſtorted, and its 
Integuments extreamly thicken d. Upon in- 
troducing a Probe into the Urethra, I diſco- 
vered an obſtruction about an Inch and half 
diſtant from its hither extremity, which I 
could not break through. The Day follow- 
ing, I introduced a medicated Candle, which 
was kept for ſome Hours in contact with the 
Obſtruction ; it produced a conſiderable Diſ- 
charge of Matter; the Bougie was continued 
for ſome Hours every Day for about a Week, 
when the Obſtruction gave way. A little 
farther up the Urethra, there was a ſecond 
Obſtruction, which was removed in a few 
Days by the ſame means. After having 

—___ ſur- 
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ſurmounted theſe two difficulties, I met with 
a third near the Entrance into the Bladder, 
which was made to diſappear by the ſame 
Application in ten, or twelve Days; fo that 1 
could now introduce a ſmall Bougie quite into 
the Bladder. The Bougies firſt uſed were 
very ſmall, not larger than a common knit- 
ting Needle; but their ſizes were gradually 
increaſed, till I could eaſily introduce thoſe 
of the Size of a Gooſe-quill. | a 

From the Time I got into the Bladder, the 


Fiſtulas grew better, the Tumour of the Scro- 


tum ſubſided gradually, till in about five 
Months he was perfectly cured, and the Parts 
appear'd in their natural State. The Swelling 
of the Scrotum was form'd in conſequence of 


the Urine having inſinuated itſelf into the 


cellular Membrane. I ſaw him two Years 
after his cure, he was then perfectly well, 
and had not perceived the leaſt return of his 
Diſorder. Before he left the Hoſpital, he 
could Urine in as full, and large a Stream, as 
though. he had never been diſeaſed, and was 
well in every other reſpect. 

Tu Inference I would draw from the 
preceding Caſe, 1s to prove the great uſeful- 
. of Mr. Daran's Method of treating theſe

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Diſeaſes, and at the ſame time to ſhew, that 
it is undoubtedly true, as has been already ob- 
ſerved by Mr. Sharp, in his Critical Enquiry, 
that whatever Applications will produce a Diſ- 
charge, muſt probably be attended with nearly 
the ſame Succeſs, if continued a proper time. 
The Compoſition of the Bougies made uſe of 
in this extraordinary Caſe, was, one Ounce 
of old Diacbylon, and two Drachms of Muci- 
lage Plaiſter, ſlowly melted together; to which 
was added a Drachm and half of white Pre- 
erpitate, which being ſtirred together, and af- 

terwards' ſpread upon Rag, was cut into 
lips, and rolled up in a conical Form for” 
I nave ſeveral times ſince made uſe of the 
ſame Plaiſter, with an addition of one Drachm 
and half, or two Drachms of Calomel, or red 
Precipitate finely lævigated and ſtirr'd into it, 


with equal benefit, in a Variety of Caſes; and 


could never diſcover any material Difference, 
either in their Efficacy, or manner of Ope-

M. aged 63, in the Year 1749, about ks 


Blow upon the Scrotum, which in a few Weeks 


afterwards began to ſwell, and continued to in- 
creaſe from this time without pain, till the 


27th of September of this Year, when he 


was admitted into the Hoſpital. The Difor-. 
der appear'd to be an Hydrocele, or Dropſy of 


the Tunica Vaginalis, which upon being tap'd 


diſcharged about ten Ounces of a clear Water. 
About a Week after the Operation, the Water 


had collected nearly to as great a Quantity as 
before ; upon which, I perform'd the Opera- 


tion a ſecond Time. After the whole of the 
Water was evacuated, I introduced a ſmall 


Spunge tent into the Orifice, which was con- 
tinued for twenty four Hours without produ- 
cing any pain, or viſible effect. Seeing this, 


I renewed the Introduction of the Tent, which 


remained 1n till the third Day. During this 
i time, 


Months before he applied to me, received a 
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time, there was no Diſcharge at all. Upon 
Examination, the Scrotum began to appear 
ſomewhat harden'd and inflamed ; on which 
account the Tent was omitted, and a Pultice 
of Bread and Milk applied to the Part. On 
the fourth Day, a ſmall quantity of Matter 
oozed through the Orifice, which increaſed 
conſiderably for about ten Days, when there 
appeared a ſmall Abceſs on one fide of the 


Orifice, which, upon being open'd, diſcharged 
about an Ounce of Matter; from this time, 


the Diſcharge became trifling, till it was quite 


well, which was in four or five Days after- 


wards. The Coats of the Teſticle, 20 Teſ-

Weight ; ſhe was immediately ſeiz'd with a 
Pain in the ſmall of her Back, and a total Sup- 
prefſion of Urine ; which Symptoms, notwith- 
ſtanding the ſeveral Methods uſed for her Re- 
lief, continued till the - 2gth of the ſame 
Month; when an eminent Phyſician, and 
Man-mid wife was called to her Aſſiſtance, 
who drew off her Urine with the Catheter. 


DvuRinG the Suppreſſion, ſhe was ſeiz'd 


with an acute Fever, and for eighteen, or 
twenty Hours before her Urine was drawn 
off, ſhe diſcharged by the Mouth a great 
Quantity of faltiſh Water tinged with Blood; 
which, upon lying down, flow'd in fo great 


Quantities as to threaten Suffocation, 


In April 1750, ſhe applied to me. Upon 
enquiry, I learnt ſhe never had been able, 2 


the Moment of the Accident, to void a Drop 


of Urine without the Aſſiſtance of the Ca- 
theter, which had been ever ſince made uſe 
of two or three times every twenty-four 
Hours; that ſhe was in continual pain, and 
had lately been much weakened, by having 

ſeveral 
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ſeveral times loſt confiderable quantities of 
Blood, occaſion d by the Force made uſe 
of, for the Introduction of that Inſtrument 
into the Bladder. Upon examining her with 
my Fore-finger, which I introduc'd with great 
difficulty through the Meatus Urinarius, I diſ- 

covered a conſiderable Tumour, which ſeem'd 
to be of a fleſhy Subſtance, andtook its riſe from 
the lower Part of the Bladder near its Neck ; 
the Extent of which J could with difficulty 
reach. I obſerv'd it to protrude a little Way 
out of the Meatus Urinarius, upon ſtraining” 


to make Water when the Bladder was full; 


but upon ceaſing to ſtrain, it preſently return'd. 
I x had preferv'd pretty nearly the fame 
Appearance ever ſince it was firft taken notice 


of; and about eighteen Months ago, a ſmall 


Incifion was made into it by a Surgeon, on 


preſumption of its containing a Fluid, but 
without any effect. 


 Havins firſt prepared her, as before the 


Operation for the Stone, that is, by giving a 


gentle Purge on the Day preceding the Opera- 
tion, and an emollient purgative Clyſter a few 
Hours before I operated, the Refum by this 
means became emptied, and conſequently did 
did not make ſo great a Degree of Preſſure 


upon 
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upon the inferior Part, and neck of theBladder, 
as it would otherwiſe have done; which gave 


me an opportunity of executing my deſign 


with much leſs difficulty, than I ſhould pro- 
bably have met with in the Performance of 
the Operation, had 1 attempted it without = 
preparation. 

 Wuen this was done, I proceeded to the 
Extirpation of the Tumour, which I effocted 
in the following Manner. 

WHEN her Bladder was full, I order'd her 
to ſtrain, as though ſhe was going to make 
Water; upon which, I perceived the Tu- 
mour to protrude a little, this, I effectually 
ſecured from returning into the Bladder, by 
the help of a crooked Needle and Ligature, 
which I paſſed through the Tumour in dif- 
ferent Directions, and endeavoured to draw it 
out through the Meatus Urinarius, but could 
not effect it by reaſon of its largeneſs. 

SEEING this, I dilated the Meatus Uring- 
rius on the right Side, by cutting it upwards 
about half way towards the Neck of the Blad- 
der; when, by pulling the Tumour forwards, 
I had ſufficient room for tying it with a Li- 
gature paſſed round its Baſis, which was very 
large.

proceeding from veneral cauſes, callous Ulcers

Matter of no very great Conſequence, what 


the exact Nature of the Diſeaſe may be, ſee- 


ing the Cure depends entirely upon the remo- 


val of the Obſtruction, and it is probable from 
obſerving, that as other parts of the Body are 
liable to theſe ſeveral appearances, this part 
is ſo too; and though it has been aſſerted 
by many, that there is no ſuch diſeaſe as 
a fungous Excreſcence in the Urethra of 
Males, owing to the Difficulty of diſcovering 
ſuch appearances after Death, yet from the 
Analogy there is ſubſiſting betwixt the Struc- 


ture of the internal Part of the Urerbra of 


Males and Females; I am inclined to think, 


that the Exiſtence of this fungous Appear- 


ance in them can hardly be doubted ; and 
that a very trifliog Diſeaſe of this Kind, is 


I capable 
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capable of producing the moſt excruciating 


Pains may be concluded from the Hiftory 
of the following Caſe, the Cure of which 


immediately depended upon the Removal of 


a Fungus of ſo inconſiderable a Size and Ap- 
pearance, as would not have been regarded in 
many other parts of the Body. But as the 
fame Operation cannot be undertaken in Males 
with an equal probability of Succeſs from the 
difficulty of knowing the exact Situation and 
Nature of the Diſeaſe, as well as from the 
different Length of the Urethra itfelf ; we are 
oblig'd to have recourſe to ſuch methods as 
operate more ſlowly, and not with ſo great a 
degree of certainty, 
E. C. a Virgin aged 27, had been afflicted, 


as I was inform'd by herſelf, and her Mother, 
with a Diſeaſe in the urinary Parts, ever nde 
ſhe was four Years old. The Symptoms un- 


der which ſhe had laboured from the Begin- 
ning, were frequent inclinations to make 


Water, which ſhe voided by drops, and 


with exceſſive pain. 

Snr had never been quite free from theſe 
complaints ever fince her firſt attack, but 
was particularly ill at the Times of having 
her — Theſe 2 were in general 


regular, 
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regular, both as to time and quantity; when 
it happened otherwiſe, her complaints were 
preatly encreas'd, eſpecially at the very Time 
when ſhe expected a Return of them. The 
Pain and Irritations had been frequently fo 
great, as to occaſion Convulſions; and the had 
been always incapable of getting her * 
hood at Service. 

Sue had try d various methods for ber re- 
liek, without receiving the leaſt Benefit. 


In January 1754, I was deſired to attend 
her.

REMARK. 

Tu Method recommended above, in the 
Treatment of tranſverſe Fractures of the. Pa- 
tella, is very different from the general Rule 
laid down by Writers to be obſerv'd. in the 
like Caſes. Their advice being, to bring the 
Extremities of the Bones, if _ poſſible, into 
Contact with each other, and to keep the 
Leg immoveably extended for eight or ten 
Weeks; but ſince it is found by Experience, 
that in conſamumce of ſuch Management, the

bevy the Callus of the broken Bone and

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Synovia of the Joint mixing together, and

Upon Inſpection, I obſerved the upper 
Part of the Tendon to be at a conſiderable Diſ- 
tance from the Lower in conſequence of the 
Contraction of the Gaſtrocnemii Muſcles, I made 
uſe of no other method in bringing the Extre- 
mities together, than bending the Knee, extend- 
ing the Foot, and gently compreſſing the Leg 
downwards from the Calf ; which, being done, 

I applied a Bandage from the Ham, quite to 
the upper Edge of the Wound.

The Tendons 
of the Flexor Carpi Radialis, Palmaris longus, 
and Flexor Carpi Ulnaris Muſcles, were likewiſe 
divided, and their upper Extremities were 
drawn at a conſiderable diſtance from the 
lower ones ; the Flexor Tendons of the Fin- 
gers were in part divided ; however, upon 
bending the Hand, and preſſing the Arm 
downwards, the Parts were brought toge- 
ther, and kept in that Situation till cured ;

when this was done, I placed a Linen Com- 
preſs upon the upper Part of the Foot, and 
upon that, a piece of Paſte- board, which 
were ſecured on by Bandage, and the whole 
Leg was tied up in a Pillow.

The Extremities of the Ten- 
dons remain'd together, but he continued lame 
and weak in the Part for ſome time, till at 
length he recover d the Uſe and Strength of 
the Limb. I did not obſerve, that there was 
any waſting of either of theſe Limbs, as is 
not uncommon after Accidents of the like

| IF it ſhould be inſiſted upon, that the 
Needle and Ligature are ſtill adviſeable in 
Tendons that are divided by a ſharp Inſtru- 
ment, they cannot but be equally ſo in Ten- 
dons | that are divided by being ruptured 
where there is no injury done to the Integu- 
ments ; but I fancyit will be allowed upon con-

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to do well, as a ruptured one, where the

Monfieur Fa get's Remarks on the Uſe &c. of 
the Styptic purchas'd by bis Moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty ; communicated by James Theobald, 
Eſq; F. R. S. inſerted in the 5 iloſophical 
Tranſlations for the Year 1 7 53. 


December 7, 1752, about the end of che 
Year Seventeen hundred and fifty. Mr. Broſ- 
ſard, a Surgeon from Berry, came to Paris 
to propoſe the uſe of a Remedy, which h 

had diſcover'd for ſtopping. the Blood afte: 
Amputations, and which he aſſerted, to have 
found effectual in ſeveral Amputations of the 
Arms and Legs. 

AT his requeſt, ſome Gentlemen of the 
Academy of Surgery were deputed, in whoſe 
preſence he was to make ſome new Expe- 
riments in ſtopping the. Blood upon different 
Animals, and in all which he ſucceeded, by 
ſtopping it in the largeſt Arteries after Am- 
putation. But che Succeſs of this Remedy 
K 3 might 
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might yet be conſider'd a little dubious, be- 
cauſe many Animals, as in Dogs particularly, 
the great Arteries ſtop of their own Accord; 
and rarely any Dog dies from an Hemorrhage, 
| becauſe their Blood is more diſpoſed to con- 
geal, and by that means to ſtop the Diſ⸗- 
charge. 

Fox this reaſon, ho Experiments made on 
Animals not being thought ſatisfactory, and yet 
being convinced, that no ill effect could fol- 
low the Application of this Remedy on hu- 
man Kind, Mr. Broſſard was permitted to 
uſe it at the Hoſpital of the Invalids, in an Am- 
putation of the Leg, which ſucceeded per- 
fectiy well; and not the leaſt ill Accident 
happened through the e time of the 
Cure. 

SOMETIME after this, two MWagpanere 
were run over by a Waggon loaded with 
Stone, and each of them had one Leg bro- 
ken in a miſerable Manner. 'Theſe two Men 
being brought to the Hoſpital of the Cha- 
rity, 51 ſaw no other hopes of Succeſs, but in 
amputating the Legs; and, for that reaſon, 1

| n we applied in the following Manner.

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As ſoon as the Leg was cut off, I ſlackened 
the T * to diſcoyer the Veſſels, and 


Mr. Braſard applied upon the Orifices of the 


two Arteries, two pieces of his Aſtingent, 
faſtened one upon another with a Ribbang; 
in the Manner which I have ſent to you, 
and as it is in the Drawing. After the Ap⸗ 
plication was made, I ſtreightened the Tour- 
niquet, and paſs'd the two ends of the Rib- 
band, which was faſtned to the upper Piece 
of the Aſtringent, upon the Stump, oyer the 
Knee, and applied a Linen Bag, fill'd lightly 


with the ſame Aſtringent in Powder, upon 


the whole Wound; and, over all, applied the 
common Dreflings in the like Caſe. After 
the Dreſſing was finiſh'd, I flackened the 
Tourniquet, and two Hours after, took it 
entirely away. Eight and forty Hours after 
this, we took off the. Dreſſings, and not the 
leaſt drop of Blood follow'd from the Veſſels; 
and we again applied one fingle piece of the 
Aſtringent upon the two Veſſels ; and I drefs'd 
the other Parts of the Wound with Pledgets 
of Lint, with common digeſtive, a Styrax 

Plaſter, and the uſual Bandage, 
Tur third Day the Aſtringent fell off of 
itſelf, in the time of Dreſſing; and the Patient; 
* after 
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that time was dreſſed in the common Man- 


ner. The ſame was done to the other Patzent, 
after the Amputation, as to this. 


TRE firſt of theſe Men died on the filh 


Day, and the other on the ninth; but there 
did not appear through the whole, the leaſt

1 N December 1752, I had the Honour of 


communicating to the Royal Society, the 


good Effects of the Agaric of the Oak in 
the Caſe of a young Woman aged 24, whoſe 


Leg I had cut off below the Knee. Since 


that time, I have not heard of any farther 


Trials which have been made with it, or 
of any Accounts that have been given to 
the Society of its great Uſefulneſs in Sur- 


gery. This may probably ariſe from the 


Virtues of the Agaric not being as yet much 
known in England, or from the unwillingneſs 
of Surgeons to adopt ſuch a Method as 
they may probably ſuppoſe to be attended with 
hazard.The great Succeſs which attended

my firſt Experiment of this kind, was a 
ſufficient Inducement to me, to make a far- 
ther trial of it in other Caſes of the like Na-

Inſtances; all of which have been attended 
with Succeſs, equal to the firſt, The par- 
ticular Advantage. of the Agaric is evidently 


this, that it has the Power of effectually re-

it has one; great Advantage peculiar to itſelf, 
which is that of effectually reſtraining the 
Bleeding, in Weunds of ſeveral Days or 
Weeks ſtanding, where the Parts are be- 
come ſo rotten as to be incapable of bear- 
ing the Ligature. This I have know to have 
been the Effect of it in - ſeveral Inſtances, 
where the Ligature has been attempted in 
vain; The Manner in which the. Agaric 
acts, is by contracting, or purſing up the 
Extremities of the divided Veſſels. I had 
an opportunity of enquiring into this Fact 
in a Patient, whoſe Leg was cut off below 
the Knee. Immediately after the Ampu- 
tation, pieces of Agaric were applied to, and 
properly ſecur'd upon the Mouths of all the 
principal Veſſels. In about an Hour after 
the Operation the Stump bled a-freſh, on 
which account I remov'd all the Dreſſings, 
except thoſe pieces of Agaric that were at 
firſt applied. This gave me an Opportunity 
of diſcovering the Source of the Hemorrhage, 
which was from a collateral Veſſel at leaſt 


an Inch diſtant from the principal ones. 


When I had ſecur'd the Veſſel, I had the 


Curioſity to remove the bits of Agaric from

long afflicted with an Ulcer in his Leg, 
which at length became ſo general (occa- 
fioned by an impoveriſhment of the whole 
Maſs of Blood, and a conſtant. flow Fever 
with which he had been for ſome time 
afflicted) as to deſtroy the greateſt Part of 
the Tendons and Muſcles, from the Calf of 
the Leg down to the Ancles. The Diſ- 
charge from the Wound had been for ſome 
Weeks ſo exceſſive, as to reduce him to

Ix conſideration of the foregoing Sym- 
ptoms, it was recommended to him to part 
with the Limb (though at the ſame time the

weakneſs, and bad habit of Body) which he 
readily aſſented to, and I perform'd the Ope- 
ration in the following Manner. | 

Tn x Patient being ſeated upon a Table 
of a convenient Height, and properly ſe- 
cur'd by Aſſiſtants, a Linen Compreſs about 
two Inches broad was applied round the Thigh 
a little above the Knee. Upon this, the 
Screw Tournequet was fix'd, with a degree 
of tightneſs ſufficient to prevent the Courſe 
of the Blood through the Femoral Artery. _ 
TuIsõ being done, I applied a Piece of 
Tape round the Leg, about five Inches below 
the Knee, as a Direction for the Knife; then 
I proceeded to divide the Integuments quite 
through, which were drawn back by an Aſ- 
ſiſtant, and afterwards divided the Muſcles 
as near as poſſible to the Integuments quite 
to the Bone.

N. B. Tn Reaſon of my diſcootioding 
the uſe of the Agaric from December 17525, to 
May 17 54, Was owing to my not being able 


| to procure ſuch as I believed might be depended 
upon. But ſince I have had it in my power 


to procure the genuine Species of Agaric, I 


have always uſed it; and have never as yet 
met with one Inſtance of its failure ; nor have 
I ever been under a neceſſity of applying i it a 
ſecond time after any Operation whatſoever, 
except that Inſtance which has been Bien 
Notice of in the Introduction to theſe Caſes. 
Brs1DEs the particular Operations of which 
J have already given an Account, I could treat 
of ſeveral others, wherein I have applied the 
Agaric with equal Benefit: But I look upon 
it as unneceſſary to give a Detail of its Effects 
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upon Veſſels of leſs conſequence than thoſe I 
have already ſpoken of: concluding it muſt 
neceſſarily be allowed, that whatever Styptic 


is powerful enough to ſuppreſs an Hemorrhage 


from the larger Veſſels, muſt, ceteris paribus, 
be ſufficiently powerful to ſuppreſs an Hæmor- 
rbage from the ſmaller, provided it can be 
applied and retained upon the Mouths of the 
divided Veſſels with equal advantage; and it 
is probable that the Application of the Agaric 


will prove not only of great uſe after moſt 
Operations where the Needle and Ligature - 


may be advantageouſly uſed, but particularly 
fo in ſtopping the Bleeding from thoſe Veſſels 
which are divided in the lateral Operation 
for the Stone, as well as the Bleeding from 


any other wounded Veſſels, which, from their 


deep Situation cannot be ſecured with the 
Needle and Ligatures. 
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
